2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: no prior art teaches or 
fairly suggests an antibody that specifically binds to a synthetic oligonucleotide having an 
organic protecting group covalently bound thereto, which antibody does not bind to said 
synthetic oligonucleotide when said organic protecting group is not covalently bound thereto. 
The closet prior art is the reference of Lewis et al. (US 5464759) where Lewis et al. teach an 
antibody against a terminal 5' capping group generated in a full length oligonucleotide whereas 
the antibody in the instant invention does not bind to the 5' capping group, rather the said 
antibody specifically bound to a synthetic oligonucleotide having an organic protecting group 
covalently bound thereto, which antibody does not bind to said synthetic oligonucleotide when 
said organic protecting group is not covalently bound thereto.
